I started working on my Explorer II / 40 m kit last night about 
7 o'clock. Got up this morning and got back to work about 
8:00. I was on the air by 4:00 in the afternoon. My first 
contact was with Ron, K6ZJY in Campbell, CA. He gave me a 559 
and was impressed with my 2.98 watts of output. 


This is my 4th OHR kit. The OHR 400, Explorer / 20m, and the 
Wattmeter were fun to build and this kit kept the ball rolling 
in good style. This first run of instructions was clear and I 
only found two questionable areas. The 150pf disc caps were 
identified in the text as 150, but 151 was printed on the 
actual component. I've heard that different manufacturers will 
label components differently, so I don't really know if this is 
a true typo. Also, in the final assembly, a diode is soldered 
to the power jack. The text says: "Cut both leads of the 
IN4007 diode". Acting in total trust of Dick's carefully 
written directions, a super-newbie just might cut both leads 
off the component! I'm sure that will be clarified in a future 
edition. I have learned to trust OHR's instructions 
implicitly. Jumping to conclusions can get you in trouble. 
Reading the friendly manual has saved me heartache and wasted 
time. With every kit, I've wanted to do something out of step 
and was glad 15 minutes later that I followed the instructions 
to the letter. 


All the parts were there. I thought I was missing a resistor, 
but I found the rascal flirting with a bunch of pretty blue 
monocaps. I got him into his position and soldered him in 
place. I have never had a part missing from any OHR kit. In 
fact, I got a spare .01uf disc cap, two lockwashers, and a 4-40 
X 1/4" screw. I already checked my work carefully before the 
smoke test. They really are spares! 


The receiver is really really good. 40 m was open this 
afternoon and signals were coming up one after the other. They 
were clear and varied in their strength. To me that's a good 
sign of a receiver that is really sensitive. When I can hear 
weak signals near strong ones, I know I have good sensitivity 
AND selectivity. I'd like to get Dick's specs on receiver 
sensitivity. I'll bet it's better than .25uv. This receiver 
is definitely hot, yet it hears with good discriminating 
ability. Powerful and well-disciplined. Bravo! 


The variable bandwidth control is slick. Instead of just 
having a filter switch to throw, you can vary the filtering. I 
went up and down the dial isolating signals. It was fun to be 
able to do a similar type of filtering that I see guys do with 
their $3,000 rigs. But I was doing mine on a $100 qrp rig! 


I'm going to be turning that knob a lot. 


I like a rig that will power an external speaker. More good 
news. The Explorer II drives my Radio Shack 8 ohm / 2 watt 
speaker (21-549) to a nice undistorted volume. No need for an 
auxiliary amp board in this rig. I could only turn the AF Gain 
up to about half way with headphones before the good strong 
audio, with no distortion, started to hurt my ears. Another 
good sign! I installed an auxiliary 1/8" mini-jack in the back 
of the rig just for the speaker. 


I attached the rig to the OHR wattmeter and straight out to my 
R7. The R7 is sitting on top of a 20 foot galvanized steel 
pipe that is bolted to the back of my house. I tuned the R7's 
top element to give me a 1:1 from 7.005 to 7.025. The rig's 
output was a sliver short of 3 watts. As I checked across the 
band, it only dropped to about 2.7 at the high end. 


Alignment was not super-easy, but it was not difficult either. 

I bought the Radio Shack frequency counter when it was on sale 
for $80 and it did the job well. The instructions are clear 
enough that I would encourage a new builder to try it - 
provided that they had the freq counter that is necessary to do 
the job. I had it tuned in 20 minutes to my satisfaction. 


It's nice to build a rig, have it work well in the traditional 
areas, and have it do neat new things on top of everything 
else. That's my experience of the Explorer II. Totally 
positive. 


This is the best $80 I have spent in a long time. This rig 
lists at $100, but I'd like to spend another $80 on a 30 meter 
rig. I'm going to have to get my QRP-L Group Purchase 
Coordinator certificate out and hang it back on the wall for a 
second run in January. I'll bet I'm not the only Explorer II 
owner that has decided to start saving to get another one!

hadn't told you guys that my Small Wonder 30 is operational. Probably 

just an oversight because it had been so long (three months) between the time I 
finished it and the time I got it on air. 


But it is a magic little rig-- the only problem I had was solder bridges which 
were impossible to see (looked like they were spozed to be there) and virtually 
impossible to diagnose without a copy of the foil pattern, which Dave faxed to 
last week. But once those were fixed, it aligned exactly as per the 
instructions, and all you need to align it is a receiver and a wattmeter. 


The amazing thing was, I had an answer and a 5/4/9 report from Nashville TN 
(I'm in Denver) on my VERY FIRST CQ! 


The receiver is red-hot, and the transmitter is clean and stable. Really a 
little gem, and a really excellent job of kit preparation by Small Wonder 
Labs.

Recently, Marshall Emm said, 


"Several times over the last week or so I've seen for-sale ads from 
people who say 'please respond direct as I am not a subscriber.’ IMO 
that stinks. This isn't a newspaper; it's more like a club. Why 
should the List be available for such purposes to those who aren't 
otherwise interested in contributing or learning? I hope there's 
something that can be done, even if it results in messages being 
accepted only from subscribers (how hard is it to subscribe, 
anyhow!) ." 


(end of quote) 


There can be a lot of reasons for people not being subscribers. Some 
people have publicly said, from time to time, that they could not 
keep up with the traffic flow but still like to read the list from 
time to time. I can't condemn someone like that; I'm almost to that 
point myself. I get the daily digest, and occasionally have time to 
read them the same day they come in (like I did in the last couple of 
days), but by actual count I currently have nineteen (19) daily 
digests sitting unread on my disk. For the last three months or so 
I've been averaging about 2 weeks worth, but it's increased a bit 
lately! 


Another reason for not being a subscriber is that some people are not 
allowed to do it. A lot of people get their e-mail service through 
work, either private or government. People in most types of 


government jobs are officially forbidden, by regulations, from using 
their account for personal use--"for official use only" and all that. 


Some of them subscribe to qrp-l (usually daily digests, I would 
suspect) anyhow, but others are unwilling to risk it. A good example 
is X, a local QRPer who works for a NASA Space Flight Center; he is 
an active participant in qrp-l, posts messages occasionally, and 
reads it every day. However, he doesn't want to risk doing it openly 
by being subscribed, so he ftp's it from the archives at lehigh.edu 
every day or two. I know of other subscribers to qrp-l who are 
involved in some level of government who are subscribers to the list. 
They usually keep a low profile here, and at least two of them have 
specifically asked me to not reveal their identities for their 
protection. 


And it's not just government, either. In past months I've seen more 
than one person publicly say goodbye to qrp-l because they were told 
by their bosses to stop doing it on the company-provided accounts. 
And they were not government, either. 


Just because someone is not a subscriber to qrp-l, I cannot condemn 
their posting here, as long as it is QRP related. There are lots of 
reasons why people can't be subscribers. And back to the original 
comments--replies to for-sale postings should be done privately in 
any case, regardless of whether a person is a subscriber or not. It 
is seldom appropriate to reply to qrp-l. And as I noted above, some 
of those nonsubscribers DO contribute and learn, especially my friend 
who works for NASA.

I put a note on some of my lists at the time, but guess I forgot 
which ones. 

A few weeks ago most lists with publically available lists and 
email addresses of the subscribers were hit by several suckers or 
vacuumers and hoovered the list of subscribers. The jargon seems 
to be only developing, but, in plain English, somebody came in 
and took the list of subsribers. 

It was usually on a weekend, late at night, with an alias. They 
set their own account to "conceal" and "nomail." They had to subscribe 
Since all my lists were set so only subscribers could do a "review." 

They then put the names and addresses in their own data base. 

In fact, I have forwarded some of the announcements of some of these 
"white pages" to CARR-L. iaf.net comes to mind. 

And although I'm sure it never crossed a marketing mind, :-) 
it is a great way to collect subsets of email users interested in 
a particular subject. 


Anyway, I changed the review cmd. so it would not be accessible 
to just anybody wanting a list of subscribers. 

If a subscriber wants a copy, let me know. I will send... 
one in just a minute. (It is no longer 1000+ names; more like 2500.) 


This is not a problem of major importance, but **x*xif you have 
thoughts on this, let me know.**x* Personally, I would just as soon 
not have my name brokered around so I get even more junk mail, but 
I also know some people would actually want their email addresses 
spread as far as possible. 

It's kind of a weird call, but in any case, I think it is up 
to the individual to make the decision. I believe iaf.net said 
they would remove any name if the person contacted them and would 
even remove whole lists, but again, I did not ask for all the 
CARR-L names to be removed because somebody might actually want 
to be listed. (I'm not sure they got a list of CARR-L subs 
since I happened to be online when "jsmith" subscribed, or tried 


to subscribe, to every one of my lists and I may have deleted him 
before he actually vacuumed the names in some cases.)
